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Should City or County Run Recycling ? 
Committee Presents Divergent Views

Since October 1989 the 
Advisory Committee on Re¬ 
cycling and Refuse Collec¬ 
tion has been studying ways 
to expand the amount of re¬ 
fuse recycled by residents. 
Rather than submitting a 
single recommendation, the 
committee presented two ap¬ 
proaches to recycling in ma¬ 
jority and minority reports. 
On April 23 the committee 
met with the Greenbelt City 
Council to discuss the propo¬ 
sals and the staff response. 
At the April 30 regular 
meeting, council directed 
to distribute the report to all 
homeowner and civic asso¬ 
ciations in the city. Once 
these groups have had time 
to review the report, council 
will schedule a public hear¬ 
ing and a worksession with 
county officials. 

The major area of difference 
is what jurisdiction would be 
responsible for the expanded re¬ 
cycling program. The majority 
report recommends an expanded 
city-run program with residents 
sorting their recyclables for door- 
to-door pickup. Under the minor¬ 
ity plan, the county would run 
the program, with residents tak¬ 
ing their unsorted recyclables to 
the curb for pickup. 

Both groups agree that a city¬ 
wide educational program is need¬ 
ed, that the city should try to 
maximize the amount of mater¬ 
ials recycled, that drop-off points 
are needed throughout the city 
and that there should be an on¬ 
going committee to monitor the 
city's progress. 

In January of this year, the 
county began a two-year pilot 
recycling program. Fifteen com¬ 
munities have already joined or 
agreed to join this program, in¬ 
cluding College Park, Riverdale, 
University Park, New Carrollton, 
Berwyn Heights and Hyattsville. 
During its initial stages, the 
county program will depend upon 
private haulers to both collect 
and market the recyclables. This 
arrangement will change when a 
county material recovery facil¬ 
ity (MRF) is completed. Accord¬ 
ing to the minority report, the 
county is currently soliciting 
proposals for the design and op¬ 
eration of this facility which is 
to be constructed in the North¬ 
ampton Estates area, near the 
Beltway and Central Avenue. If 
needed, the county may construct 
a second MRF. Committee chair 


Charlotte Johnson said that the 
county expects the MRF to be 
operational within the next two 
years. 

At the MRF, the materials 
will be sorted, cleaned and pre¬ 
pared for sale. The result will 
be a high quality product for 
recyclers. 

The majority report was sup¬ 
ported by 7 of the 11 members 
of the committee, including the 
five GHI residents. The lack of 
hard data about costs, degree of 
voluntary participation and reve¬ 
nues to be gained from the sale 
of recyclables complicated the 
debate. Each group, forced to 
make its own estimates and as¬ 
sumptions, reached different con¬ 
clusions based on the results of 
its computations. Another prob¬ 
lem is conflicting responses from 
the county on the scope of its 
plan. 

City Service 

At the April 23 meeting, Hank 
Haslach presented the case for 
the majority report. The major¬ 
ity plan calls for a city-run re¬ 
cycling program, with dcor-to- 
door pickup of aluminum, glass, 
steel, plastics and newspapers, 
sorted by the residents. Although 
they recognize that many com¬ 
munities attempt to make the 
program easier by not requiring 
the residents to sort their re¬ 
cyclables, the majority group ar¬ 
gues that this convenience makes 
the recycling effort more labor- 
intensive and expensive. They 
believe that Greenbelters will be 
willing to make this effort to 
reduce the program's cost. The 
materials would be sorted into 
a set of five stacked containers 
for collection by the city. An ad¬ 
ditional trash crew member and 
a half-time coordinator will be 
needed, according to Haslach, to 
oversee the recycling collection 
and market the materials. 

Haslach said that the GHI rep¬ 
resentatives were particularly 
concerned that door-to-door pick¬ 
up continue. He argued that the 
added convenience would increase 
participation in the program. 
While the group favors sorting 
by the residents, he said sort¬ 
ing by the hauler at the truck 
is "not inconsistent with our 
plan." He said that if the city 
controls the program, any com¬ 
bination would probably be okay. 

One danger with the county 
plan, said Haslach, is that there 
will be high labor and capital 
costs at the MRF. He worried 
that the county may decide this 
is inefficient and again consider 
constructing an incinerator. Has¬ 
lach also argued that any savings 


to the city from joining the coun¬ 
ty plan actually resulted from 
letting others, such as commer¬ 
cial dumpers, pay for collecting 
the city trash. He questioned how 
long this subsidy would be con¬ 
tinued. Leonie Penney argued that 
the city should take advantage 
of this subsidy, which she cal¬ 
culated at $60,000 per year, for 
as long as it is available. 

Scope of City Plan 

Initially, recyclables would only 
be collected from those residents 
receiving city refuse service. 
After a year or two, the pro¬ 
posal calls for an effort to expand 
city refuse and recycling service 
throughout the city. 

Currently, only GHI and the 
single family homes in the core 
of the city are receiving city 
trash service, according to David 
Helmecki, Administrative Assist¬ 
ant in the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment. The other communities 
have contracted with private 
haulers. Residents pay a sepa¬ 
rate fee to receive this service, 
and each community is free to 
contract with the city or a pri¬ 
vate hauler. The majority group 
recommends that the city expand 
its drop-off center operation. In 
addition to the current site near 
Buddy Attick Park, two new sites 
are recommended, one in Green¬ 
belt East and one in Springhill 
Lake. These sites woul allow res¬ 
idents to drop off additional ma¬ 
terials including cardboard, anti¬ 
freeze, car batteries and motor 
oil. In addition, the group recom¬ 
mends small centers at the pool, 
city buildings, Roosevelt Center 
and Buddy Attick Park. These 
sites would, at minimum, serve as 
collection points for empty soda 
cans. 

Marketing Recyclables 

This proposal would require the 
city to continue to market re¬ 
cyclables. The group notes that 
the city has been successful in

GHI Members Will Meet 
And Elect on May 16

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. members will be asked to ap¬ 
prove revision to the corporation’s charter at the annual 
meeting, May 16 at 8 p.m. in Center School. In an effort 
to ensure a quorum, door prizes will again be awarded. 


Because the meetings have been 
running late, this year steps will 
be taken to shorten the meeting. 
Reports from officers and elected 
committees will be brief and 
questions and answers about re¬ 
ports will be eliminated. Candi¬ 
dates for the board and audit 
committee will be introduced and 
will speak briefly. 

Five members are running for 
five positions on the board. Four 
positions are open for election 
this year. The fifth position is 
a one-year slot which has opened 
up because a board member re¬ 
signed during the year and the 
position was filled until time for 
the election. The candidate with 
the fewest number of votes will 
be elected to a one-year term, 
the others will have two-year 
terms. 

Running are incumbents Chuck 
Hess, Ray McCawley and John 
Taylor (Taylor was appointed to 
the board in 1989) and newcom¬ 
ers John Mongelli and Donald 
Comis. 

Candidates for the audit com¬ 
mittee are incumbents Robert 
Rashkin and Peter Liebscher and 
newcomer Lloyd Edward "Ed" 
James. James was a member of 
the board of directors in 1979-81. 

This year members attending 
the meeting will be able to vote 
for the board of directors and 
the audit committee in the Cen¬ 
ter School lobby that evening af¬ 
ter the meeting is recessed. This 
form of voting had been used 
in the past but had been discon¬ 
tinued. However, when it was 
noted that more people attended 
the annual meeting than voted 
for members of the board, it was 
decided to go back to voting the 
night of the meeting. Voting will 
continue on Thursday, May 17 
from 7 a.m. to 8 p.m. in Center 
School. 

Nominations and Election 
Committee Election 

The five members of the nomi¬ 
nations and elections committee 
will be elected during the mem¬ 
bership meeting. Incumbents Su¬ 
san Walker and Lekh Batra, and 
Robert Mongelli, Diane Liebs¬ 
cher and Jean Corbin are running 
for the five-member committee. 
Nominations may be made from 
the floor. 

The charter revision which will 


attempt to bring the charter into 
conformity with Maryland law 
also includes editorial changes. 
It requires a 2/3 vote of those 
present and voting to approve 
a charter change. 

Previously the charter did not 
explain how to amend the char¬ 
ter and now that is being put in. 
Other changes make clear the 
intent of the corporation to be a 
cooperative. 

Door prizes will consist of a 
$200 United States Savings Bond 
and two $100 bonds. These prizes 
will be awarded at the end of 
the meeting. 

County Puts Stop 
Order on Sunrise 

The Sunrise Development Limi¬ 
ted Partnership has been ordered 
by the county to stop work on 
the Sunrise apartment project lo¬ 
cated next to the Beltway just 
south of the Holiday Inn, Ap¬ 
parently this order was issued af¬ 
ter City Manager James Giese 
reported to the county that on 
May 3 he "observed a poured 
footing approximately 30 feet in 
length with reinforcing rods pro¬ 
jecting from the concrete. The 
concrete was not fully cured." 

Giese further noted in his May 
4 memo that there had been no 
evidence of construction taking 
place on Sunrise when he drove 
past the area on May 1 in the 
morning and afternoon, except for 
trees that had been "felled and 
lying upon the ground over a 
large area of the property.” 

On May 1, late in the morning, 
the County Council sitting as the 
District Council adopted the Sec¬ 
tional Map Amendment for Lang¬ 
ley Park-College Park and Green¬ 
belt. By this action the District 
Council down-zoned the Sunrise 
property from its existing R-10 
high rise apartment classification 
(maximum 48 units an acre) to 
R-18-C condominium apartments 
(maximum 20 units an acre.) 

In a letter to Eugene Lauer, 
Director of Department of En¬ 
vironmental Services, dated May 
7, Giese said that "a foundation 
was not constructed upon this

The Advisory Committee on Re- 
cycling and Refuse Collection 
Procedures submitted their re¬ 
port to city council on April 16. 
The issues addressed in the re¬ 
port are complex. Various op¬ 
tions exist for how materials 
should be handled in your home, 
how and where they should be 
picked up from your home, and 
how the materials should be pre¬ 
pared for sale. Public discussion 
of this report has engaged much 
feeling and thought. 

What has been lost in the pub¬ 
lic discussions are the points of 
consensus upon which all partici¬ 
pants on the committee agreed. 

Some of the most important 
points are as follows: 

1. Recycling is an integral part 
of solid waste disposal. The 
solutions offered can not be tem¬ 
porary measures. Recycling im¬ 
pacts on our quality of life and 
the lives of our children. 

2. Regardless of the entity 
that picks up or markets the 
recyclable materials, the fact re¬ 
mains that the major benefit of 
recycling is cost avoidance. The 
greater the amount of material 
that citizens can recycle the less 
the city will pay for disposing of 
refuse at the county dump. In¬ 
creasing the amount of materials 
that are recycled will increase the 
4< lif e-span” of the existing dump 
because it will fill up at a slower 
rate. 

S. Education is key to the suc¬ 
cess of any recycling program- 
The city and the schools will both 
play major roles in assuring the 
success of a recycling program. 
The need for people to under¬ 
stand their choices and the con¬ 
sequences of their actions is 
especially important in the suc¬ 
cess of a recycling program be¬ 
cause recycling demands a change 
in our everyday habits. The chil¬ 
dren of our city will be the easi¬ 
est to reach and teach. 

4. Greenbelt is a unique com¬ 
munity and can be a leader in 
setting recycling goals.

According to the cewnty inspec¬ 
tion department, a building per¬ 
mit was issued in December 1989 
and revised on May 1. Currently, 
the County Office of Law is re¬ 
viewing the matter. Of central 
importance is whether the develo¬ 
pers now have vested rights in 
the R-10 zoning or whether the 
development must now be con¬ 
structed in the R-18-C zone. 


Not Sticky? 

The city has received a number 
of complaints from purchasers of 
Repel’M II Gypsy Moth Cater¬ 
pillar Tape that the tape sticks 
poorly to trees. Last year, and 
early this season, the city sold 
Repel’M III tape, which stuck 
much better. Unfortuately, this 
product is no longer available. 
You may wish to consider these 
complaints before you buy Re- 
pel’M II. 

You will notice that the first 
step on the side of the box con¬ 
tains an instruction to moisten 
the applicator sponge. Earlier 
boxes of this tape contained such 
a sponge, but these boxes do not. 
A common household sponge 
should serve as a good substi¬ 
tute. 

The city is selling this tape at 
cost as a service to citizens. We 
are not making a profit and are 
very sorry for any inconvenience 
that insufficiently sticky tape 
may be causing. As a result of 
the complaints we have received, 
we have contacted our distribu¬ 
tor and let him know of the prob¬ 
lem and will re-evaluate our 
policy of selling this product be¬ 
fore ordering any next year.

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Aerial Assault on Moths Completed by State, City

Contractors for both the Mary¬ 
land Department of Agriculture 
and the City of Greenbelt com¬ 
pleted spray operations in Green¬ 
belt on Monday, May 7. The aer¬ 
ial spraying was performed to 
control the gypsy moth caterpil¬ 
lar, which has been damaging 
oaks and other hardwood trees 
throughout the state. 

The Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, using helicopters, complet¬ 
ed the sprayiing of Dimilin in 
the eastern part of old Greenbelt 
on Thursday, May 3, and corn¬ 
ed the spraying of B.t. (bacil¬ 
lus thuringiensis) in the western 
part of old Greenbelt on Mon¬ 
day, May 7. While Dimilin is 
more effective than Bt, it should 
not be sprayed over open areas 
of water, as i ; t has been shown 
to be harmful to aquatic life. 

The city’s contractor, Aero 
Tech, Inc. of Bovina, Texas, con¬ 
ducted a second spraying of Bt 
on Monday, May 7. Aero Tech 
used fixed-wing planes to per¬ 
form the spraying. Bt is more 
effective when sprayed over an 
area twice. Optimally, the two 
sprayings of Bt would have come 
a few days apart; unsettled wea¬ 
ther, however, forced both the 
state and the city to spray on 
the first suitable day. In addi¬ 
tion to the second spray over 
the state’s spray block, the

RABIES CLINICS OFFERED 
TO VACCINATE PETS 

In Prince Georges County the 
rabies epidemic began in 1983. 
Last year there were 32 animals 
which tested positive for rabies. 
A total of 62 persons had to un¬ 
dergo the anti-rabies treatment 
because of exposure to rabid or 
potentially rabid animals. Ra¬ 
bies will continue to exist in wild 
animals in the county for many 
years. Household pets which 
have contact with animals that 
are infected with rabies, may 
also become infected and then be 
a source of infection to humans. 

In order to provide citizens 
with a convenient and low cost 
means of immunizing their 
household pets, the Health De¬ 
partment will be operating thir¬ 
ty (30) anti-rabies clinics 
throughout the county during 
May.

marketing its newspapers, glass 
and aluminum, realizing approxi¬ 
mately $4,000 in the 89/90 fiscal 
year. The majority report says 
that, “The managers of the coun¬ 
ty plan have stated that their 
primary concern is to dispose of 
recyclaole materials and not to 
make money from their sale.” 
The report argues that if the 
city makes a greater effort to 
negotiate sale contracts, the city 
would gain additional revenue. 

The majority group estimates 
that the city would have recog¬ 
nized $26,000 in 1989 from the 
sale of recyclables had an ex¬ 
panded recycling program been 
in place. 

Costs and Rebate 

In January 1990, the county 
imposed a recycling surcharge of 
$10/ton on all materials “tipped” 
into county landfills. If the city 
were to run its own recycling 
program, rather than join the 
county pilot program, it would 
be eligible to receive a rebate 
of the funds the county would 
have spent to collect the city’s 
recyclables, up to the total re¬ 
cycling surcharge paid by the 
city. If fee had been in ef¬ 
fect in 1989, the city would have 
paid $29,320. If the recycling 
program is successful, this sur¬ 
charge amount would decrease, 
but so would total tipping fees. 

In order for the city to run 
a recycling program, it would 
need to purchase a recycling ve¬ 
hicle and stackable containers for 
refuse customers. The group 
recommends either a $14,000 
trailer or $46,000 truck, each of 
which has separate compart¬ 
ments for the various types of 
recyclable materials. The report 
stated that state grants could 
cover these costs, but at the April 
23 work session the group re¬ 
ported that they have since 
learned that the only state funds 
available are interest-free loans. 
According to the majority report 
county and private funds may 
also be available. 

The committee members fav¬ 
oring this option say that 
the additional service can be 
provided with little or no addi¬ 
tional cost to the city, once re¬ 
cycling revenues are taken into 
account. Nonetheless. Haslach 
said that service, not cost, should 
be the primary consideration in 
determining how to implement an 
expanded recycling program. 

The majority group argues 
that the community will benefit 
from city control of the opera¬ 
tion, including the ability to limit 
the hours during which the col¬ 
lection is done to minimize dis¬ 
turbance to residents and bene¬ 
fit from the revenues from the 
sale of recyclables and the re¬ 
duced landfill tipping fees. 

County Program 

The other four members of the 
committee argued that the city 
would be better off if it partici¬ 
pated in the county pilot pro¬ 
gram. Their minority report ar¬ 
gues that joining the county pro¬ 
gram would insulate the city 
from cyclical ups and downs in 
the market for recyclables and

would provide a minimum risk 
strategy for recycling. This group 
favors an expanded drop-off pro¬ 
gram in the city to supplement 
the county program. Like the 
majority report, the minority re¬ 
port also favors siting drop-off 
centers in Greenbelt East and 
Springhill Lake, Under this pro¬ 
posal, the city would collect 
motor oil, car batteries, white 
goods (refrigerators, washers, 
stoves, etc.) and tires at these 
centers. 

The county program would 
serve those areas of the city 
receiving city refuse service. The 
residents of townhouses and sin¬ 
gle family homes not served by 
the city would determine whether 
their private haulers wished to 
collect recyclables. The report 
says that those areas could then 
join the county program, if the 
haulers were not interested. 

The committee members com¬ 
plained that they have received 
contradictory responses from 
county officials. Two major 
areas of dispute were whether 
the county was prepared, in the 
short term, to collect recyclables 
from apartments and condomin¬ 
iums and whether the county had 
agreed to provide door-to-door 
pickup for GHI residents. 

The minority group also rec¬ 
ommended city assistance in ex¬ 
panding the county recycling pro¬ 
grams to apartments, condomin¬ 
iums and commercial establish¬ 
ments. 

The minority report cited sev¬ 
eral benefits of joining the county 
program. Residents would not 
have to sort their recyclables, 
the county would absorb more 
than half of the costs, the city 
would no longer have to collect 
newspapers and, as under the 
majority plan, total tipping fees 
would be reduced for all mater¬ 
ials that were recycled rather 
than dumped. 

This minority group argues 
that Takoma Park, Bowie and 
Berwyn Heights encountered ser¬ 
ious problems in attempting to 
run their own recycling programs. 
They say that Takoma Park has 
to pay to get rid of its recy¬ 
clables, while Berwyn Heights 
has abandoned its efforts and 
will join the county program 
this summer. Bowie’s problems 
with a private contractor have 
recently been in the news, as the 
contractor was unable to handle 
the volume of material collected. 
The group argues that the coun¬ 
ty program represents a mini¬ 
mum risk approach to recycling 


for Greenbelt. If the county pro¬ 
gram did not meet the city’s 
needs, the group argues that 
Greenbelt could then either im¬ 
plement its own program or col¬ 
lect residents’ recyclables for de¬ 
livery to the county MRF. 

Unlike the city plan, the 
county’s hauler would collect re¬ 
cyclables at the curb, except in 
GHI where the hauler would 
enter the courts. Handicapped 
residents would receive door-to- 
door collection from specially 
marked bins. Committee member 
Leonie Penney argued that GHI 
was overrepresented on the com¬ 
mittee, which was dealing pri¬ 
marily with a city-wide recy¬ 
cling program, not an evaluation 
of existing refuse service. She 
noted that if the vote had been 
taken by community, the minor¬ 
ity report would have been se¬ 
lected on a 4-3 vote. 

Areas Not Served 

One concern cited by Penney 
is bow to implement recycling 
in those areas not receiving city 
refuse service. She said that she 
had talked to county officials 
who had told her that the home- 
owners associations for town- 
houses and single family homes 
are to determine whether their 
private haulers are interested in 
providing this service. If not, 
the county will provide the ser¬ 
vice. Penney said that the county 
has a special program for apart¬ 
ments and condominiums and for 
businesses. She noted that Hunt¬ 
ing Ridge has been part of a 
county pilot program, 

Penney also disputed Haslach’s 
argument that the convenience 
of door-to-door pickup is essen¬ 
tial for a successful program. 
She argued that the majority 
proposal is more inconvenient 
since residents would have to 
sort their recyclables into the 
bins, carry the stack out and 
reassemble after trash pickup. 
Penney said that in her opinion, 
this was a “heck of a lot more 
hassle” than carrying one con¬ 
tainer out to the curb. 

Not all residents would par¬ 
ticipate if forced to separate 
their recyclables, Penney argued, 
which would reduce the effective¬ 
ness of the program. She said 
that the minority group feels 
that the materials would still 
need to be resorted by whatever 
jurisdiction is providing the col¬ 
lection. 

Tracy Hassan, committee mem¬ 
ber from Springhill Lake, argued 
for the county plan as the best 
way to begin recycling as much 
as possible, as soon as possible. 
She argued that the city-run plan

neglects apartments and condo¬ 
miniums, while the county-run 
proposal recommends full assist¬ 
ance by the city to implement 
the county program throughout 
the city, Charlene MacAdams of 
Greenwood Village and the 
Greenbelt East Advisory Com¬ 
mittee said that the majority 
proposal excludes Greenbelt East. 
She also questioned how many 
people would be willing to sort 
their recyclables. MacAdams said 
that she wasn’t sure she would 
do so, even though she is inter¬ 
ested in recycling. 

Committee member Jim O’Reil¬ 
ly, of Boxwood, also supported 
the county-run plan. He noted 
that the city could join the plan 
very quickly and said that the 
county is now willing to collect 
door-to-door in GHI. 

Haslach said that the county’s 
recycling coordinator had told 
him that the county would not 
go door-to-door in GHI or serve 
apartments. 

O’Reilly argued that the ma¬ 
jority group had underestimated 
the labor required for their plan. 
He said that at a minimum, a 
full-time coordinator would be 
needed to handle the marketing 
of the materials. 

Staff Comments 

City Manager James K. Giese 
said that he had based his bud¬ 
get proposal on the minority plan. 
He argued that this plan would 
allow the city to maintain its 
refuse at their current level for 
two years, 

Giese came down hard against 
the city-run plan as proposed 
in the majority report. In an 
April 20 memorandum to coun¬ 
cil, he said “the cost entailed

to pick up separated material at 
the door and to process at a city 
yard for marketing will be so 
great, and that the procedures 
that will have to be followed 
are so cost-ineffective, and that 
the responsibility placed upon 
the resident (is) so complicated 
that the majority report pro¬ 
posal is not a viable workable 
alternative.” He said that staff’s 
main concerns involve the collec¬ 
tion and marketing of the ma¬ 
terials. He said that the door-to- 
door collection of sorted recy¬ 
clables would be very labor- 
intensive. He believed further 
sorting will be needed, requiring 
a materials handling yard some¬ 
where in the city and additional 
labor. Giese argued that the fu¬ 
ture of recycling is in MRF’s. 

While he conceded that there 
could be problems if the county 
did not do a good job in design¬ 
ing the MRF, Giese argued that 
a properly run MRF will pro¬ 
duce a higher quality recyclable 
product than a city-run program 
could produce, This may make 
it difficult for the city to mar¬ 
ket its recyclables. Giese noted 
that the city could consider oth¬ 
er alternatives between the city 
and county plans.

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Council Hears Budget Requests 
For Increases In Stall Positions

The Greenbelt City Coun¬ 
cil held a worksession on 
Tuesday, April 24 with city 
staff members and represen¬ 
tatives of the Greenbelt Vol¬ 
unteer Fire Department and 
Rescue Squad to discuss the 
city's proposed budget for 
fiscal years 1990-91 and 
1991-92. City Manager 
James Giese explained to 
council the levels of funding 
contained in the budget, and 
heads of departments wish¬ 
ing an increase in funds a- 
bove that allocated in the 
budget presented their ca¬ 
ses. 

Fire Department Request 

Fire department president 
Henry Wynkoop explained the 
department’s request that an ad¬ 
ditional cent be added to the 
city's tax rate to be allocated 
to the fire department for an 
equipment replacement fund. Al¬ 
though this raise is not included 
in the current proposed budget 
and council has not officially 
voted in favor of the tax in¬ 
crease, Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, 
Mayor Pro Tern Thomas X. 
White, and council members Toni 
Bram and Joe Isaacs voiced their 
support of the proposal, pro¬ 
vided that the fund is used only 
for large equipment purchases 
and not for building maintenance, 
and that all other sources of 
funding are exhausted first 
Unfunded Positions Addressed 

Carol Leventhal, director of 
Greenbelt CARES, delivered a 
progress report and requested 
that the city council consider 
funding several requests that 
were not included in the budget 
These include expansion of the 
office assistant's position from 
half to full time, an increase in 
the number of youth and family 
counselor positions from 1 Ms to 
2, and the sharing of the cost 
of a half-time crisis interven¬ 
tion specialist with the police 
department. Leventhal said that 
there is a waitng list for non- 
Greenbelters requesting counsel¬ 
ing (almost half of the depart¬ 
ment's budget comes from 
sources outside the city), and 
that more counselors are needed 
to handle the workload and more 
office help is needed to allow the 
counselors to devote all their 
time to their professional duties. 
Councilmember Toni Bram ad¬ 
vocated funding the office assist¬ 
ant position, but in general the 
council seemed unwilling to in¬ 
crease funding to cover addition¬ 
al professional positions, at least 
for the next fiscal year. 

Greenbelt Director of Finance 
and Administrative Services 
Casimir Prybyl also asked council 
to consider increased funding. 
The proposed budget contains an 
additional Accounts Clerk I po¬ 
sition; however, because of in¬ 
creased responsibilities allocated 
to the city due, in part, to the 
change to a “cafeteria” benefits 
plan for city employees, Prybyl 
would like to increase the salary 
of the new position in order to 
attract someone with at least 
an Associate’s degree. To save 
money this fiscal year, Prybyl 
suggested that the position not 
be filled until September. Citing 
that this was the first mention 
of this request, council withheld 
comment and Weidenfeld asked 
that Giese make his recommen¬ 
dations on the position at the 
final budget work session. 


Other Concerns 

Councilmember Ed Putens ex¬ 
pressed concern about a cost 
overrun for legal expenses, no¬ 
ting that the original 1989/90 
budget allocated $22K for pro¬ 
fessional legal services, and that 
the current budget document 
shows that an estimated $30K 
will be spent this fiscal year. 
Giese said that, although the 
published figure is just an esti¬ 
mate at this point, the city was 
involved in more litigation this 
year than was originally fore¬ 
seen, and that more requests for 
legal advice were made. White 
said that he would like to receive 


a more detailed accounting of 
the city’s legal costs. Giese said 
that some additional information 
was contained in the city finan¬ 
cial report, and that he would 
see what he could do about sup¬ 
plementing that information. 

Council member Joe Isaacs re¬ 
ported that seepage from an¬ 
tennas on top of local water 
towers is causing interference 
to cable television service in some 
areas* <2 the city, and that solu¬ 
tions are being investigated. 

Council voiced concern over the 
increased placement of newspa¬ 
per vending boxes around the 
city, saying complaints have

Seeoad Settling Pond Planned 
To Control Sediment at Lake

Work will start this summer on a second project to 
help clear Greenbelt Lake of algae and sediment. Engin- 
eeringplans of the project were presented to the Greenbelt 
City Council's Advisory Planning Board at its regular 
meeting on Wednesday, April 18. The plans will be dis¬ 
cussed at the next council meeting, Monday, May 14. 


The plan is to enlarge the 
small settling pond located south 
of the lake between Lakeside 
Drive residences and Charles- 
towne Village, The pond will in¬ 
crease from the current 0.2 acre 
to 0.5 acre in size. It will have 
a 1:3 slope and disturb 0.02 acres 
of wetland. The pond will require 
the digging of 2500 cubic yards 
of dirt with 700 cubic yards to 
be taken off the site. 

The purpose of the project is 
to reduce excess sediment and 
nutrients that flow into Green¬ 
belt Lake. This is the second 
project done by the city for this 
purpose, the first being the work 
completed last autumn near the 
peninsula on the east end of the 
lake. 

All lakes gradually “age” as 
more and more sediments and nu¬ 
trients wash into them, and over 
time lakes become shallower and 


more filled with plant life. Green¬ 
belt Lake is going through this 
process at a fast pace because 
of all the dirt and excess nu¬ 
trients (such as leaves and dog 
doo) that have washed into the 
lake. Thus Greenbelt Lake has 
become shallower and more filled 
with water weeds and algae. 

City consultants Dames & 
Moore estimate the new pond 
will stop 60% of the £*irt that 
goes into the lake at that point. 
The current pond stops 30%. The 
two new projects combined will 
stop about 50% of the sediment 

The current pond stops 20% 
of the phosphates washed into 
the lake at this point. The new 
pond is estimated to stop 35% of 
the phosphates. Phosphates con¬ 
tribute to the growth of algae, 
the green scum-like plants that 
cover objects in the lake.

Bock Hill & Co. Headline Greenbelt Day Celebration 


It will be “Jazz Under the 
Stars” when the well-known Jazz 
saxophonist Buck Hill and his 
Buck Hill Quartet appear on 
Sat., June 2, in honor of Green¬ 
belt Day. Hill was recently de¬ 
scribed by the Washington Post 
as “one of the world's great ten¬ 
or saxophonists.” The free con¬ 
cert will be held outdoors at the 
Municipal Pool, starting at 8 
p.m. The concert is sponsored by 
the Greenbelt Arts Center, in co¬ 
operation with the City cf 
Greenbelt Recreation Depart¬ 
ment. This is the fifth and final 
event in the Arts Center’s 1989- 
90 Music Series. 

The Recreation Department 
will keep the pool open until just 
before the concert. Those attend¬ 
ing are encouraged to bring 
chairs or blankets. The Arts 
Center will have a concession 
stand before the event and dur- 
ing intermission. 


Buck Hill has been widely 
known in D.C. area jazz circles 
for many years. The Buck Hill 
Quartet (tenor sax, piano, bass, 
and drums) has appeared fre¬ 
quently at the One Step near 
Georgetown, at jazz festivals in 
Europe, and at the Montpelier 
Jazz Festival in Laurel.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again ! ! 

A few complaints we've had this past week here at the repair 
facility concern when vehicles stopped at traffic lights overheat, 
but then stait to cool down when driven away. Yes, these are 
primarily the problems that are involved when an electrically con¬ 
trolled cooling fan circuit does not operate. Most of these condi¬ 
tions are related to front wheel driven vehicles, because there is 
no conventional fan assembly. It is replaced by an electronically 
controlled cooling fan assembly that is activated by coolant tem¬ 
perature. And if so equipped, when the air conditioner is turned 
on, this is supposed to activate the cooling fan circuit. The main 
condition develops when you get yourself caught in traffic, and the 
fan circuit does not come on. Then the engine starts to overheat, 
and then, well, you know the rest!! The most common fault found 
with these systems is the controller sensor that is located in the 
coc* ng system. This tells the circuit how hot the engine coolant 
is and when it gets to its designated temperature setting iti 
grounds the circuit through a relay and turns the fan on. If you 
have an overheating condition only related to stop and go traffic, 
this could be a related factor. This referred condition will affect 
the air conditioner output when in traffic due to the fact that there 
is no air flow across the radiator and condensor areas.
